SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS IN AID OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 
Scholarships 
The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1932. A Scholar may be reappointed for 
not more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 


appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a Scholar.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


BrRMINGHAM BRANCH 

At a meeting of the Birmingham Branch, held at the Birming- 
ham Medical Institute on January 21st, a paper was read by 
Dr. H. W. FeaTHERSTONE on the importance of the choice of 
method in anaesthesia. It was pointed out that, while many 
doctors believed that the simplest methods were still the best, 
others employed a complicated anaesthetic technique for the 
smallest operations. Having admitted the value in routine 
work of such methods as chloroform, ether, or mixture, 
administered on an open mask or by one of the usual modifi- 
cations, the lecturer discussed modern anaesthetic agents and 
methods. Ether, he said, caused a large pulse pressure, and 
chloroform a small pulse pressure. Spinal analgesia was not 
safe for elderly men with thickened vessels and a low pulse 
pressure, for cerebral anaemia was apt to result therefrom. 
The value of premedication with basal anaesthetics in con- 
junction with light general anaesthesia was mentioned. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: WESTMINSTER AND HOLBORN 
DIvIsION 

A dinner meeting of the Westminster and Holborn Division 
was held at the Washington Hotel, Curzon Street, W.1, on 
January 28th, when twenty-two members and guests were 
present. Dr. J. Srantey Wutre gave an address, illustrated 
by lantern slides, entitled ‘‘ Some recent aspects of endo- 
crinology.’’ This was greatly appreciated, and gave rise to 
some discussion. The meeting did not close until 11 p.m. 


SoutH WALES AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRANCH 
A very successful clinical meeting of the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire Branch was held on February 11th in the 
Board Room of the Swansea General Hospital, when the 
president, Dr. E. E. Briertey, was in the chair ; about fifty 
members were present. 

Dr. W. J. Rocue read a most interesting and stimulating 
paper, based on an investigation he had been making for some 
years into miners’ nystagmus. He laid great stress on defec- 
tive lighting as a primary causative factor, and showed a 
series of lamps which provided effective lighting, and which 
he considered would rapidly decrease the incidence of the 
disease if universally used. His paper was the subject of a 
short discussion, in which Drs. W. E. Tuomas, FRANK 
Tuomas, and Quick took part. 

Dr. Davip R. Lewis showed two very interesting skin 
cases: (1) a case of ichthyosis with a very interesting family 
history, which he considered would benefit greatly by a diet 
rich in fat and by thyroid extract ; (2) a case of xerodermia 
pigmentosa in a small child. Dr. A. Clarke Beco showed a 
case where amputation of the fingers had been successfully 
performed for diabetic gangrene. He commented on the rarity 
of diabetic gangrene affecting the fingers. He gave most 
excellent and practical advice on the treatment and manage- 
ment of diabetic cases. 

Colonel LeonarpD Isaac described some gastric cases, and 
showed a very interesting specimen removed from the lower 
end of the oesophagus, which on microscopical examination 
proved to be a fibroma. He also described his findings in 
a case of fibromatosis of the stomach on which he had 
recently operated. He gave an account of a case of carcinoma 
of the rectum which had greatly improved after treatment by 
a modified Kraske operation, combined with radium to the 
growth and intra-abdominal glands. 

A paper by Dr. Esmond Rees was postponed, owing to 
shortness of time, until the next meeting of the Branch, to 
be held at Llanelly on April 7th. 

At the close of the meeting tea was provided by the

PUBLIC HEALTH WORK AND THE 
GENERAL PRACTITIONER 


REPORT OF DISCUSSION 
At the meeting of the West-London Medico-Chirurgical 
Society held on February 12th, under the presidency of 
Dr. H. H. Mitts, a discussion on ‘‘ Public health work 
in its relation to the general practitioner ’’ was opened by 
the medical officers of health for the boroughs of Hammer- 
smith and Kensington. 


Dr. J. B. Howett (M.O.H. Hammersmith) briefly traced 
the history of what he called collective medicine, and gave 
a sketch of the present organization, central and local. He 
instanced the many directions in which co-operation 
between the public health department and the general 
practitioner was already in being, and the services which 
the department rendered to the practitioner and to the 
public. Early diagnosis and notification of infectious 
disease was one way in which the private practitioner 
could help the public service. Facilities were afforded 
for pathological investigation, but he thought too much 
reliance was placed on the swabbing of patients, many 
practitioners taking a swab and awaiting the report of the 
pathologist, when obviously the thing to do was to send 
the case to hospital for immediate treatment. His depart- 
ment also afforded assistance in obstetric cases by the 
provision of specialists, four of whom were on the roster 
in Hammersmith. He still felt that the medical officer 
was rather segregated from the general practitioner, and 
that it would be useful if more frequent meetings could 
be held locally between them to discuss their particular 
problems. 

Dr. James Fenton (M.O.H. Kensington) mentioned that, 
apart from St. Pancras and Marylebone, Kensington was 
the first locality in which an infant welfare centre in this 
country was established. There were now 2,800 such 
centres and 1,000 ante-natal clinics. The legitimate sphere 
of infant welfare centres was educative, preventive, and 
advisory, and he was not satisfied that this development 
had made any serious inroads on the field of general 
medical practice. The head of the tuberculosis dispensary 
in his borough was a whole-time medical officer ; the dis- 
pensary furnished a good example of how public autho- 
rities could develop preventive medicine, again without 
encroaching on the realm of private practice. After 
fourteen years’ work the death rate in his district from 
tuberculosis had declined by very nearly one-half. With 
regard to the future, Dr. Fenton declared his belief that 
the inevitable goal was a State Medical Service. There 
was hardly a practitioner present at that meeting who did 
not receive a certain portion of his income already from 
the State. There was not a voluntary hospital which did 
not receive considerable sums from the public authorities. 
Gradually and surely members of the medical profession 
were becoming civil servants. Nevertheless, he believed 
that under a State Medical Service there would still be 
ample room for private practice, because the same people 
who now sent their children to private schools, although 
education was provided free by the State, would continue 
to consult the private medical practitioner. He added 
that the M.O.H. had a measure of independence which 
would surprise the general practitioner who only looked on 
the work of such officer from the outside. 

Dr. RonaLp CARTER gave some account of the notifica- 
tion of zymotic enteritis in Kensington. He had organized 
in the borough a service in which the district nurses took 
a prominent part. In seven years the deaths from enter- 
itis in the borough had numbered 186, but amongst the 
561 cases attended by nurses during that period only 
nineteen deaths had occurred. . 

Dr. RemMtncton Hosrs, who said that, having been a 
general practitioner in his earlier days, he was now 
finishing up as “‘ master of a workhouse,’’ declared that 
experience had taught him that the general practitioner 
had a very important duty to perform. He was the man 
who saw disease in its earliest stages, also the man who

Sir ALLAN Powe t (Chief Officer of Public Assisitane 
L.C.C.) considered that the many present who were q 
part-time work as medical officers were exceedingly wige 
notwithstanding the inducements to become full-time 
officers. He traced the history of public health, pointi 
out how it arose in the first place as entirely a Matter of 
sanitation. When the Metropolitan Asylums Board with 
which he was long associated, began any new service it 
was always on behalf of the destitute, but it was quick! 
found that the public conscience would not stop at thai 
The question was asked why such medical treatment 
should not be provided for al! and sundry as citizens and 
that was the real evolution of the various services hayj 
to do with public health. At the same time, he felt that 
it was a dangerous idea if everybody in this country 
thought that he could have everything done for him 
to be paid for through the rates and taxes. This was not 
good for him, as the history of unemployment insurangg 
had proved. The greatness of this country had grown up 
on the principle of individual initiative and_ enterprise 
and it was really a difficult question to consider how ty 
meet the needs which the public conscience demanded jn 
respect of medicine and of education without sapping the 
virility of a great people. He wondered whether they 
would be contributing to a solution by reducing a great 
profession to the one level of State service, and teachj 
the public that they had only to open their mouths and 
shut their eyes and everything they wanted, from the 
cradle to the grave, would be done for them. 

Dr. Geratp Stor referred to the treatment of insured 
patients at the voluntary hospitals. When an insured 
person was really ill, his practitioner found himself unable 
to look after him, and he was sent into hospital. This 
was because, whatever the skill of the practitioner, the 
circumstances of the patient’s home usually made institu. 
tional treatment necessary, but one felt rather sore that 
the bulk of serious sickness among insured patients should 
be treated so largely by the voluntary hospitals, and the 
work they did in this respect ought to be recognized in 
some quite definite way. He felt that there would have 
to be established in future large municipal nursing homes, 
as there were already in Sweden and Norway. 

Dr. Howarp M. SrratrorD said that the word “clinic” 
was anathema in the ears of a number of general practi- 
tioners. If there was any difficulty in the relation between 
the public health authorities and general practitioners it 
was in connexion with clinics. At the same time, there 
were certain clinics which were extraordinarily useful and 
essential to the public welfare. One of these was the 
school clinic for the treatment of minor ailments, for eye 
cases, and so forth—cases which would never be seen by 
the general practitioner. The policy of the British Medical 
Association was that in any national scheme of medical 
service it was essential that the services of a_ general 
practitioner or family doctor should be available for every 
individual. He felt that at the clinics patients should be 
asked whether they had a family doctor, and if not, they 
should be encouraged to have one. He would even 
suggest that in every clinic there should be put up a 
notice in large letters, ‘‘ Have you a family doctor? If 
not, get one.”’ 

The Prestpent (Dr. Mills) urged that the general practi 
tioner should be encouraged to start clinics, perhaps in 
co-operation with his neighbours, and to get people who 
were able to pay to come and be periodically examined. 
Such a movement would be especially valuable as regards 
ante-natal work, but it might be extended to children and 
to older people. Preventive medicine could ‘do a great 
deal if there were such periodical examinations, and if the 
doctor were not called in only during acute illness. 

Dr. Howe t, in reply, agreed with Sir Allan Powell 
that no doubt a great deal of money had been wasted in 
public assistance, owing to indiscriminate distribution, but 
he felt that the apportionment for health purposes stood 
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a different footing. Something must be provided for 
va sick person if he was unable to meet the cost from his 
n resources. He wished, as a medical officer, to join in 
pis tribute to the general practitioner, who went into the 
homes of the people and was the only man who saw 
disease in the early stages. 

Dr. FenTon, in his reply, confined himself to the remark 
that he had been a little disappointed that his very pro- 
yocative remarks had led to so little contradiction from his 

fessional brethren. Perhaps that was because there had 
not been adequate time for discussion, for he could not 
telieve that the general body of private practitioners 
would agree with the principles he had put forward. 


National Health Insurance 


INQUIRY INTO THE CONDUCT OF A PRACTITIONER 
An inquiry into the conduct of a Liverpool insurance practi- 
tioner was held under the National Health Insurance Medical 
Benefit Consolidated Regulations, 1928, at Liverpool on 
October 20th, 1931, and we have now received from the 
Ministry of Health copies of the Inquiry Committee’s report, 
and of the formal document embodying the Minister’s decision. 

The Inquiry Committee, which consisted of Mr. Archibald 
Safford, barrister-at-law (chairman), Dr. J. W, Bone, and 
Dr. A. E. Hodder, investigated a representation made to the 
Minister of Health by the Liverpool Insurance Committee, 
dated June 5th, 1931, to the effect that the continuance of 
the respondent on the medical list would be prejudicial to 
the efficiency of the medical service of the insured. The 
representation was based on the following facts and grounds. 
It was alleged: (1) that between October 30th, 1930, and 
January 2nd, 1931, the respondent issued twenty-nine pre- 
scriptions for dangerous drugs, the drugs being of such a 
character that they came within the category of those ‘‘ neces- 
sarily or ordinarily administered by a practitioner ’’ and no 
prescription should, therefore, have been issued ; (2) that nine 
of these prescriptions, though made out in the name of one 
insured person, were used for the treatment of another ; (3) 
that at a court of summary jurisdiction in Liverpool on March 
5th, 1931, the respondent was convicted of sixteen offences 
against the Dangerous Drugs Regulations, and was _ fined 
£80 ; (4) that the respondent was not in a position to comply 
with his Terms of Service by reason of the fact that his 
authority to be in possession of and to supply certain 
dangerous drugs had been withdrawn by the Home Secretary ; 
(5) that the respondent had failed to order or supply drugs 
to three insured persons as between the dates January 13th, 
January 19th, and January 22nd respectively, and March 18th; 
(6) that this conduct was calculated to bring the medical 
service of the district into disrepute. 

In reply to the representation, the respondent admitted 
grounds (1), (2), and (3), but disputed (4) and (6), with the 
sole exception that he could not dispute that the Home 
Secretary had withdrawn his licence ; in regard to ground (5) 
this was only admitted as from January 25th, when, owing 
to police action, his supply of drugs was stopped. The Insur- 
ance Committee was represented at the inquiry by Mr. A. E. 
Baucher and the respondent by Mr. Howard Watson. 


FINDINGS OF THE COMMITTEE 
The Committee found the following facts to have been 
proved or admitted: 


(a) Between October 30th, 1930, and January 22nd, 1931, 
the respondent issued nine prescriptions for dangerous drugs 
in the names of four insured persons on his list for whom 
those drugs were not intended to be used nor used—47 grains 
of morphine being so prescribed. 

(b) Three of these persons did not act as messengers to 


fetch the morphine as alleged by the respondent, but the | 


fourth was so used. 


(d) On March 5th, 1931, respondent was convicted and 
fined £80 for (i) failure to specify the name and address of 
the persons for whose treatment varying quantities of morphine 
sulphate were prescribed; (ii) failure to enter in his register 
kept in accordance with the provisions of the Dangerous Drugs 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1928, true particulars with respect 
to varying quantities of morphine sulphate obtained on eight 
separate prescriptions, six of the prescriptions being in the 
names of insured patients of the respondent. 

(e) By a notice dated May 18th, 1931, the Home Secretary 
withdrew from the respondent the authority to be in possession 
of, and to supply, raw opium leaves, coca leaves, and Indian 
hemp, and the drugs and preparations to which Part III of the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, applies, and directed as from 
the same date it should be unlawful for the respondent to 
give prescriptions for the purpose of the Dangerous Drugs 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1928 ; 

(f) The respondent did not fail to order or supply drugs to 
Thomas Dunn after January 13th, as required by his Terms of 
Service, because there was no acceptable evidence that at any 
time the respondent had supplied or should have supplied 
to the patient any drugs of the character to which the inquiry 
was directed. ‘ 

(g) Respondent did not fail to order or to supply drugs to 
James Whelan after January 22nd, because there was no 
evidence that this patient required such drugs after that date. 

(hk) No morphine was prescribed in respect of William McGee 
after January 19th till February 28th, and thereafter only in 
minute quantities. 


INFERENCES AND COMMENTS 
The Committee submitted the following inferences and 
comments: 


(a) Ground (1) had not been established ; there was not 
sufficient evidence to enable them to say that “‘ the drugs 
prescribed in the twenty-nine cases were used in circumstances 
such that they would necessarily or ordinarily be administered 
by a practitioner in person.”’ 

(b) Ground (2) had been established, but ‘‘ the excuse of 
the respondent that in cases in which he made out prescrip- 
tions in the names of one insured person, for use in the 
treatment of another insured person, he made out the pre- 
scriptions in the name of the insured person whom he used 
as a messenger cannot be accepted as true.”’ 

(c) Ground (3) had been established. 

(d) In all the circumstances of the case, having in mind 
particularly the number of persons on the respondent’s panel 
who appeared to have required the administration of hypo- 
dermic injections of morphine, and the Committee’s finding 
with respect to the treatment of William McGee, ground (4) 
had been established. 

(e) As to ground (5), there was no failure to supply drugs 
to Thomas Dunn or James Whelan. In the case of William 
McGee, whose son had expressed in a letter his appreciation 
of the treatment given by respondent, they were unable to 
believe that, if the patient had been treated with morphine 
to the extent indicated prior to January 19th, the patient 
would not have been prejudiced by its sudden cessation—that 
is, if the patient had had the morphine alleged prior to that 
date, the respondent subsequently did fail to order or to 
supply morphine. 

(f) Ground (6) had been established. 

The Committee also submitted that the complainants were 
justified in making the representation they did, and that the 
respondent should make some payment towards the costs of 
the Inquiry.

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ANAESTHETIC FEES UNDER THE INSURANCE ACT 

Sir,—Dr. Larking’s surprise at the action of the London 
Panel Committee in seeking to abolish anaesthetic fees is 
natural enough. Yet, were he a zealous practitioner within 
the London area I think that he would welcome the com- 
mittee’s decision. Given the collective psychology of the 
London Panel Committee, as manifested in its constant efforts 
for the minimizing of the panel doctor’s responsibilities to his 
patients, this decision represents the better of two alternatives. 

Speaking as-a practitioner of some experience, I think it far 
less humiliating to do unpaid work, or underpaid work, than 
to have one’s every professional act investigated, and _ its 
motives challenged, by a committee of one’s ‘‘ colleagues.’’ 
Personal dignity and personal responsibility are a bit old- 
fashioned, but they are not so unimportant in efficient medical 
practice as some presume them to be. 

For myself, I would like to see all anaesthetic fees under 
the Insurance Act abolished, and all services which the 
individual practitioner is capable of rendering included among 
those which he is expected to render to his patients without 
extra payment. If there is to be any extra monetary reward 
for special skill or special devotion let it take the form of 
additional capitation fees automatically accruing to the good 
will thereby earned.—I am, etc.,

THE REDUCED CAPITATION FEE 

Sir,—I desire to make an appeal to the members of the 
Association for the appointment of a counsel, to whom 
all matters concerning finance, etc., might be referred. I 
make this appeal, firstly, owing to the fact that a sum of 
£200,000 is being paid this year by panel practitioners, in 
income tax, on money which they are not receiving—that 
is, 5s. in the £ on £800,000, being the cut. This does not 
seem to have been realized by the Insurance Acts Committee, 
or, if it has, it has never been mentioned. Secondly, many 
bodies who are paying doctors for their services have made 
a cut similar to that made by the Government. We in 
Scotland are at present faced with a demand by the Miners’ 
Federation for a reduction in their payments for miners’ 
dependants. Had our representatives been alive to the situa- 
tion they would have foreseen that such an action would 
be taken by the various bodies employing doctors, and would, 
in my opinion, have made them refuse to have their panel 
remuneration cut. 

I have read various letters in the British Medical Journal, 
have been in correspondence with various officials of the 
Association, and not one could give me an adequate reason 
for accepting the cut. It has been said that the cut was 
made in order to save the value of the pound. Now it must 
be obvious to anyone that money spent inside the country 
can in no way affect the value of the pound. The only 
adequate reason for such a cut would have been that the 
panel practitioners were overpaid. Now what are the facts? 
During January my assistant and myself made 980 attendances 
on panel patients. My cheque for the quarter, excluding 
mileage, was £172, which works out roughly at Is. 2d. per 
attendance. I do not think that any reasonable individual 
would say that we were being overpaid ; on the other hand, 
it must be evident that we are grossly underpaid. 

It might be argued that civil servants, teachers, etc., all 
accepted a corresponding cut. Now, presuming that these 
bodies were not overpaid, then the cut was in each case an 
injustice ; an injustice perpetrated on a large number is no 
less an injustice than when perpetrated on a small number. 
But, in any case, these bodies are receiving an infinitely 
larger salary, compared with pre-war salary, than what 
doctors are. Teachers’ remuneration is at least double what 
it was before the war, whereas our panel remuneration is 
roughly 10 per cent. more tham it was before the war, and 
we have to give a very great deal more service for that 
increase in remuneration. It may be that the officials of the 
Insurance Acts Committee were frightened of the Government, 
and accepted the cut rather than put up a fight at a time 
when the country was in financial straits. Now, as I have 
already said, we are grossly underpaid, even at 9s. per head. 


We made no fight against paying our full share of income tax 
and why should doctors have been selected from all other 
persons earning similar incomes to bear a double share of the 
burden. Why could not an extra 2d. in the £ have 
put on the income tax, which would have worked out fair 
to everyone concerned? Had we had legal opinion op the 
matter I feel sure that such would have been the advice 
given, and in any case the £200,000 which we have to pa 
in income tax, the fact that our cut was made on our : 
income, the fact that many other bodies paying doctors would 
immediately agitate for a reduction in the amounts payable 
would all have been foreseen, and received due consideration - 
whereas no one can say that the representatives of the panel 
practitioners were fully alive to the situation. 

I happen to have a comparatively small colliery Practice 
and the attendance on miners’ dependants for January worked 
out at Is. 1d. per attendance. The doctors in Fife are 
unanimously opposed to any reduction, and yet they accepted 
a cut on panel practice which was equally unjustified, merely, 
in my opinion, because the lead they got from the Insurangg 
Acts Committee was entirely wrong.—I am, etc.,

CERTIFICATION 

Srr,—I see that in a recent lecture the statement was made 
that ‘‘ the doctor’s certificate is practically a blank cheque 
on the funds of the approved society.’’ I do not think 
this statement ought to be allowed to pass. The certificate 
is merely something which sets in motion a complicated and 
expensive system of machinery. If the visitor, the society, 
certain obscure clerks, and the R.M.O. are satisfied, or too 
exhausted to interfere, small mice of benefit may ultimately 
be born from this mountainous labour. It is quite foolish 
to put us on our honour and treat us like naughty boys at 
the same time. 

Personally I feel lacking in that diabolical and R.M.O.lical 
skill which can decide, at one examination, that a patient 
is malingering, except in rare cases. A patient of mine was 
recently signed off who had marked cardiac oedema ; he 
appealed successfully. A charwoman was told that she was 
quite capable of doing needlework, but no one has yet 
employed her in that capacity. 

Evidence is overwhelming that the general practitioner is 
being strangled, and I think that something ought to be done 
about it. It may be that a Government harassed by financial 
embarrassment will be ready to lend an ear if we concentrate 
on our wrongs and do not chase that hopeless will-o’-the-wisp 
—the 9s. capitation fee. We might also employ a little more 
guile. I could make out a nice list, but do not want to give 
the game away, and merely end by making a suggestion and 
giving an example. ‘‘ Pseudocyesis’’ is a big word and 
‘“cyesis ’’ a very useful one, which is never questioned.—
